Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive to overcome the rejection of claims 1-5 as being unpatentable over Friedman in view of Sanaka and 
further in view of Amhof presented in the Final office action mailed on 7/20/2006. The applicant has argued against the cited referene 
Amhof that it does not disclose, " an instrument tracking client that is programmed to transmit an operator identifier for identifying an 
operator of an antimicrobial device identified by a device identifier, as required by claim 1. The applicant's claimed invention defines an 
instrument tracking client, whereas Amhof et al. merely discloses a media that is suitable for printing.". In response to applicant's 
arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 
1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In the instant case, the examiner has used combined teachings of Freidman/Sanaka/Amhof to 
render the teachings of claim 1 as obvious. Freidman disclsoes an instrument tracking client .. 
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
